‘ prefented as a Scheme for introducing a General Excife ; 
< fuch a Scheme I own I would not allow myfelf to think 
‘ was contrived or approved of by any Gentleman in the 
© Adminiftration; I did imagine that all thofe in the Ad- 
‘ miniftration, were very well convinced, that a General Ex- 
‘ cife was what the People of England would never quietly 
‘ fubmit to, and therefore I would not allow myfelf to be- 
‘ lieve that any of them would ever countenance 2 Scheme 
‘ which had the leaft Tendency that way: But now, Sif, 
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after having heard it opened, and fully explained by the 


hon. Gentleman on the Floor, I cannot but think that it 
is a wide Step towards eftablifhing a general Excife upon 


‘the People of this Nation, and therefore I mutt be exeufad 


in giving my Diffent to it. 

‘ In fo far as it relates to Trade, with which it certainly 
has avery clofe Conneétion, I fhall Jeave to be explained 
by others, who are more converfant in thofe Affairs than 
IT am; and as to how far it may be a remedy for the 
Frauds mentioned by the hon. Gentleman, I will not take 
upon me to fay; but there is another Concern, which I 
fhall always, while I have the Honour to fit in this Houfe, 
have a particular Eye to, and that ts, Sir, the Liberty of 
my “Country. The Danger which this Scheme feems to 
threaten to the Liberty of many of my Fellow-Subjects, 

is alone of fufficient Force to make me cive my Negative 
to the Queftion moved for. Let Gentlemen, but reflect 
let them but caft their Eyes back on the feveral Laws 
that have been made fince the Revolution, they will there 
rte that there has been already more Power vefted in 

e Crown than may be thought altogether confiftent with 

: Conftitution of a free Country ; and therefore, Sir, I 
i this Houfe will never think of adding. to that Power, 
vhich there may be fome ground to fufpect to be already 
toe far extended. 

The Laws of Excife, Sir, have always been looked 
on as moft grievous to the Subj ect: All thofe already fub- 
jected to fuch Laws, are, in my Opinion, in fo far depri- 
ved of thei Liberty ; and fince by this Scheme, a great 
many more of his Majefty’s faithful Subjects are to be fub- 
jected to thofe arbitrary Laws, let the Advantages accru- 
ing to the Publick from it be never fo great or fo-many, 
they will be purchafed at too dear a Rate, if they are pur- 
chafed at the Expence of the Liberty of the meanett of his 
Maje‘ty’s Subjects ; for even the meaneft Man in the Na- 
tion, has as natural and as good a Right to his Liberty, 
as the age Man in this or in any other Kingdom. 

Let us, Sir, but take a view of our neighbouring Na- 
tions in Exrope, they were all once free, the People of every 
one of them had once as many Liberties and Privileges to 
boaft of, as we have now, but at prefent they are “moft 
f them reduced to a State of Slavery, they have no Li- 
bert), no l'roperty, no Law, nor any thing that they can 


depend on. Let us examine their Hiftories, let us enquire 
* into 
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into the Methods, by which they were deprived of their 
ac ae , and we fhall find a very near refemb'! ance be 

een thofe Methods and the Scheme now propofed to 
us. Almoft in every Country in the W orld, the Liber- 
ties of the People have been deftroyed under Pretence of 
preferving » or of refcuing the People from fome great Evil, 
to which it was pretended they were expofed ; this, iM 
is the very cafe now before us, in order to enable the 
Crown to prevent foine little Frau ids pretended to fie 
committe dj in the antient Method of colleéting the publi 
never uc, it is propofed to us to put fuch a Ah i the 
Hands of the Crown, as may enable fome future Prince 
to enflave the whole Nation, This, Sir, is really the 
Light in which this Scheme appears to me, but to the hon. 
Gentleman who propofed it to us, I am perfuaded, it ap- 
pears ina quite different Light, otherways I am certain 
he would never have propofed it to this Committee: How- 
ever, Sir, fince the Generality of the Nation have al 
ready fhewn a great Diflike to it, I therefore hope the 
hon. Gentleman may be prevailed an to delay it till another 
Seffion of Parliament; in fuch a delay there can be no 
Danger, there can be no great Lofs to the Publick, more 
efpecia lly, fince the Money to be thereby raifed, 1 » not 
fo mt ch 2 as s propofe d to be applied to the current Services 
of this prefent Year. If it be delayed till another oeffion 
of Parliament, Gentlemen will then have time to confi- 
der it fully, and to confult with their Conftituents about 
it; by that time it may poffibly appear in a quite diffe rent 
Lie ht, both to me and to many other Gentleme n with- 
out Places as well as within, and then if upon Ex: ei ina- 
tion it appears to be as good a Thing as fome Gent oo 
now feem to believe, it will without doubt be erere

known, will certainly all evanifh as foon as it comes to be 
Publickly known, that there never was any thing intended 
by the Scheme, but only to enable the Publick to receive 
thofe Duties they are already by Law entitled to, and to 
prevent the fair Trader’s being undone by Rogues and 
Smugglers; fo that one ftrong Argument with me fo1 
agreeing to the Scheme is, that by carrying it into Ex- 
ecution, and thereby toewi ing to every Man what it re- 
allv is, thofe - ill-grounded Clamours, which have been 
ifed by re Enemies of the Government. may be al- 
ived, and may be made appear to be at laft as cround 
‘{s as they were at firft malicious. Befides, Sir, as on 
of the chief Things intended by this Scheme is the Re- 
lief of the Landed-Inte reft, it muft contribute toward 
eftablifhing his Majefty, om his Government, in the Hea art 
and Affections of all the Landed-Gentlemen in England, 
when they fee themfelves fo confiderably relieved as to a 
Tax which they have been charged with for a great many 
Years, and that without loading them or any of thei: 
Fellow. Subjects with any new ‘Tax whatever, or obli- 
ging one honeft Man in the Kingdom to contribute a 
Farthing to the publick Charge more than he did before: 
This, Sir, muft fecure to his Majetty the Affections of 
all honeft Men, and it will crea itly improve our Charac- 
ter amone our foreien Neigh bours ; for when th ey fee that 
the Government ma} be i in Times of yeace, 
without the Affiftance of that ImpoStion. which is yearly 
raifed upon the Land-holders of G -eai-Britain, they will 
be careful of giving us any Difturbance or Offence ; they 
will all fee that we have a Fund in referve, ready at all 
Times, and fuficient for fupporting a moft heavy and ex- 
peniive War. 
‘ As to the Severity of the Laws of Excife, I am fur- 
prifed, Sir, to hear Gentlemen talk fo much of it as they 
do. They talk of thofe Laws as if there were fomething 
in them moft fingularly fevere, when it is well tied 
that the Laws of the Cuftoms are in many Cafes a 
fevere as thofe of the Excife, and the Powers seit 
ed by the former are in moft Cafes as extenfive as the 
Powers granted by the latter : An Officer of the 
Cuttoms, Sir, has in many Cafes a Power of entering 
the Houfe of any Subject in Brirain: This, Si, 
is 
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is 2 Power that is abfolutely neceflary to be given, and 
will always be neceffary as long as we have any Duties 
to be levied : It is a Power they have had for many Years, 
and yet it never has been, ] hope it never will be abufed ; 
it ever it fhould, the Parliament would without Doubt fe- 
verely chaftife that Officer that committed fuch an Abufe, 
or thofe Commiffioners who dared to encourage him in the 
committing of any fuch Abufe. In this therefore, the 
Laws of the Excife are no more fevere then the Laws of 
the Cuftoms, and in most other Cafes we fhall find them 
pretty much the fame with refpe& to Severity ; for which 
Reaton I could not but be furprifed to hear the honourable 
Gentleman who ‘poke laft fay, that he thought all thofe 
who were fubject to the Laws of Excife were downright 
Slaves, and were entirely deprived of their Liberty : I. be- 
lieve, Sir, that moft of thofe People, who are now fub- 
ject to the Laws of Excife, look upon themfelves to be as 
free, and to enjoy as much Liberty, as any other of his 
Majefty’s Subjects. 

‘ One of the great Complaints againft this Scheme is, } 
find, Sir, that it will greatly encreafe the Number o! 
Excife-Officers; a new Army of Excifemen it is {aid 
muft be raifed for the Execution of this Scheme, and this 
may be of dangerous Confequence to our Liberties. But 
how little Weight there is in this Argument I leave to 
every Gentleman to judge: The whole Number propofed 
to be added is not above 126 Officers; but granting that 
there were to be 150, is this Nation to be enflaved by 
150 little Excifemen ; In this there is really fomething 
fo ridiculous, that I am almoft afhamed to mention it. 

‘ Another Obje@tion is, that thereby a great many Peo- 
ple will be fubjeéted to be tried by the Commiffioners of 
Excife, or by Commiffioners of Appeal, who are entirely 
dependent on the Crown, and removeable at Pleafure ; 
but this Objeétion, Sir, is I think entirely removed by 
making the Appeal to three Judges in // serygnl sic 
who are all Judges for Life, and are confequently entire y 
independent on the Crown, To this the Gentlemen anfw 7 
that, even before thofe Judges, the Subject is patsy. 
tried by a Jury, and this is loudly complained of, as if t s 
fubjeting of Exglifhmen to any Trial but that by Cos 
were agreat Innovation, and a dangerous Encroachmen 


tution. I own, Sir, that by the Great

I fhould be forry, Sir, if any 
fuch Thing could be faid of any Man that has the leaft 
Pretence to call himfelf a Subject of Great Britain ; but 
I faid, Sir, that thofe who are fubjeéted to the Lawsof Ex- 
cife, are in fo far as they are fubjected to fuch Laws deprived 
of their Liberty: They are deprived of a Part of their 
Liberty, and therefore cannot be faid to be as free as any 
other of his Majefty’s Subjects. This I faid, Sir, this is 
ftill my Opinion, and if thofe who are fo unfortunate as 
to be fubj ect to the Laws of Excife were to be asked the 
ueftion, whether they think themfelves as free in Cafes 
as thofe who are fubject to no fuch: Laws, I believe there 
is ne’er one of them but would anfwer, No.’

TT HE ablurd Dpinioste about the Right, Power, and Pre- 
rogative of Kings, were fo little able to take a deep Root, 
and to ftand the Blatt s of Oppofition, that Few of thofe, 
whales their Swords on the Side of King Charles the Firit, 
were determined to it bythem. I affert this Faét on cotem- 
porary Authority; on the Authority even of fame, who 
were themfelves engaged in that Caufe from the Beginning 
to the End of our civil Wars. A more recent Traditio: 
affures us, that when the fame Opinions revived at the Reffora- 
tion, the -y did not ‘fink deep even then into the Minds of 
posi 1, but floated fo fuperficially there, that the Par/ta- 
nent (the very Parliament > W ho had authorized them and im- 
pofe them, as [ obferved in the laft Paper) proceeded a great 
Way, and was ready to have proceeded farther, in dire 
Oppofion tothem. A Tradition {till more recent wil] in- 
form us, and that is to be the Subject of this Paper, that 
when thefe Opinions revived again, at the latter End of the 
fame Reign, with an Appearance of greater Strength, and 
of a more national Concurrence than ever. shots revived but 
to be exploded more effe€tually than ever. King Ch arles mad 
Ufe of them to check the Ferment raifed againft ws rt 
vernment ; but did not feem to expeé that. they would fub- 
fiit long in Force. His wifer Br oth. ” depended omete on 
them ; but his Dependence was vain. They were, at that 
‘Time, wearing out apace ; and they wore out the fafter by 
the extravagant Ufe which was made of them. They were 
in the Mouths of many, but the’ Hearts of few; for almoft 
all thofe, who had them in their Mouths, acted againft 
them. Thus were thefe wicked and ridiculous Princrples of’ 
Government twice revived, and twice deftroyed again, in lefs 
than thirty Years from the Re/sration.

There was indeed one Potnt, which this Parliament had 
taken extremely to Heart, and which was no longer open 
to the Parliaments that followed; I mean the Condué of 
the King in foreign Affairs, during the War between France 
and Holland, and her Allies, which ended by the Treaty of 
Nemighen. That War was not made in remote Countries. 
It was made at our Door. The Motives to it, on the Part 
of the Agere/for, were neither Injuries received, nor Rights 
invaded ; but a Spirit of Conqueft, and barefaced Ut urpa- 
tion, The Intereft we had in it was not fuch as depended 
on along Chain of Contingencies, and required much Sub- 
tlety to find out, but plain and immediate. The Security, 
and, at one time, the very Exiftence of the Dutch Com- 
monwealth depended on the Event of it. No Wonder 
then, if. the Condu& of the King, who joined openly with 
France at firft, and ferved her privately to better Purpofe 
at laft, furnifhed ample Matter to the publick Difcontent, 

and helped to increafe the ill Humours of fucceeding Par- 

liaments on two other Points, which were ftill open, and 
continued to draw their whole Attention, as long as King 
Charles fuffered any to fit, during the reft of his Reign. 

Thefe two Points were the Profecution of Perfons involved 
in the Popifh Plot, and the Exclufion of the Duke of York.

Prince Eugene is preparing for a Journey to Berlin, to exe- 
cute a Commifiion of Importance with the King of Prujjc, 
and it is believed this Commiffion regards the Dutchies of 
Bergues and ‘Fulters. 

It is reported that fome of the Imperial Troops have actu- 
ally taken Poffeffion of the Town of Nenburg, belonging to 
the Elector Palatine, which has been the Occafion of great 
furprife to that Prince. This Proceeding is faid to be the 
Confequence of a Difcovery made that the EleCtor, with 
the Elector of Bavaria, and fome other } rinces of the Em- 
pire, are entered into Meafures to oppofe the Emperor. 

King Augu/tus has again deferred his Journey to Poland till 
the 2zd of November, tho” 4000 of his Troops are gone be- 
fore to wait his Arrival at Ternowitz, He has, however, in 
the mean Time, publifhed Univerfalia ; to juftify his enter- 
ing the Kingdom of Poland, at the Head of 25000 Men. 

The French Army has repafled the Rhine, and is now 
entring, with all fpeed, into Winter Quarters. Half of the 
Officers are to remain with the Troops, and the other half 
i Leave to retire, whither they think fit, ’till farther

LETTERS from Warfaw advife, that the Saxon Minifters 

fwore to the Pad?a Conventa there on the 1ft Inf. with 
great Solemnity. This Ceremony was performed in the Royal 
Cattle, and nothing was wanting that could heighten it’s Splen- 
dor. The Univerfalia have been publifhed by Order of the 
Bitfhop of Po/nania for convening a Diet of Relation, to cleét 
the ufual Deputies that are to affift at the Coronation of King 
Auguftus, The Confufion and Diforder the Kingdom of 
Poland is involved in encreafes daily. The Rufians, on one 
Hand, ravage the Eftates of thefe Grandees and Gentlemen 
who have efpoufed the Party of King Staniflaus, and the 
Polifh Army, on the other Hand, do what Mifchief they 
can to the Poffeffions of thofe who have favoured Augufius. 
The former in the mean Time fuffered very much for want 
of the Provifions and other Neceflaries, which were lately 
intercepted by the Regimentary of Lithuania. The Rujfian 
General has fent a Summons to the Magiftrates and Inha- 
bitants of the City of Warfaw, requiring them to take the 
Oaths to the new King Augu/ftus II. The Palatine of 
Wilna has not only deferted the Confederacy, but has found 
means to carry off fome new Levies, and 24 Pieces of Ru/- 
fran Cannon to Count Poczey, the Lithuanian Regimentary. 
A Detachment of 3000 Ruffians has been fent in purfuit of 
the Caftellan Rudzinskt, who lately pafled the Vi/ula with 
fome Troops defigning to join him likewife: And it faid, he 
waits only for this Re-inforcement, to join his Army with 
that of the Palatine of Xiow. It is thought they will then 
march towards Cracow, to prevent any Attempts of the 
Ruffians and Saxons to approach that City. 

Letters from Dantzick advife, that King Stantflaus’s Par- 
ty, which has been drooping fome Time, begins to raife 
their Heads, and gain Strength daily. They fay there is 
now nothing wanting to enable them to execute the Projects 
fo long talked of, but the Succours expected from Sweden. 


Turky, Persia, and other Remotr Countries. 


HREE Hundred of the Perfian Officers, who were made 
Prifoners in the Battle between the Ottoman Army and 


that of Thomas Keuli-kan, have been expofed to. publick View, 
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in the great Square over-againft the Seragla of Conftantingple, 
for feveral Days together.
